Weather information thus reaches 


the farmer as promptly and effectively 
as any urban business man. Farm op- 
erations are absolutely dependent for 
success upon a knowledge of weather 
conditions, and the protection of crops 
from disaster due to frost, drought, 
storms and other weather phenomena 
is only possible if adequate warnings 


re received in time. Heretofore a 
rgft number of the fanners of the 
ountry were so located that they 
ould not be supplitd by newspapers 
r telegraph with the daily forecasts 
n"J warnings of the weather bureau 


of- the United States Department of 
Agriculture In time to "be of service 
to them. Radlotelephony has changed 
all this. Also the number of broad- 
casting stations has Increased to meet 
the needs of ihose equipped to receive 
the messages.
